Md., Nov. 6.— Tlie 
trial of Orphan Jones, 60-year old 
confessed slayer of Green K. Davis, 
his wife and two daughters, of Tay­ 
lorsville near here, will be held in 
Cambridge, Dorchester county, it 
was announced in Worcester county 
court today by Judge

L. 
Bally. 
Jones also is known as Yuel Lee, 
The Dorchester county court con­ 
venes during the second week of this 
month and indications pointed to 
the trial taking place within the next 
week or ten days. 
Jones is alleged to have confessed 
slaying the farmer and his family 
because, “He wouldn’t pay me $1 I 
thought he owed me.”

ced the change in venue there was

among

farmers and residents of this sec­ 
tion, as has marked the proceedings 
to date.

Sunken treasure, of all the golden lures that tempt men to risk 
their lives, is in a class by itself. 
If bullion bearing ships had never 
sunk the world would be ever so much wealthier in gold, but infinitely 
. poorer in scalp-tingling stories. 
Some of the yarns of old had class, but compared to one still in 
the spinning they are as dull and old-fashioned as the square-rigged ships 
which usually fell into the hands of a mutinous crew before the heavy 
chests of doubloons were landed safely back in England. Today’s story 
of salvage makes the swaggerers of yesterday’s wind-jamming era look 
like children sailing toy boats on a mill pond. 
The first day of this month, divers of the Italian salvage ship 
Artiglio II made a climax to three years’ work by ripping the steel roof 
off the bullion room of the liner Egypt, which sank with $5,000,000 in 
gold and silver aboard nine years ago. It will be impossible to remove 
much of the bullion this year, due to the lateness of the season when en­ 
trance finally was forced into the treasure room, but recovery of a few 
thousand dollars worth of the water-bound hoard will be a vindication of 
the terrific risk taken by the salvagers, who have carried on the strangest 
and most perilous piece of underwater work ever attempted.

Only a glance at applications for parole published from time to 
time is needed to impress the reader with the fact that many of them 
are made because inmates of penal institutions have served sufficient 
length of time to make them eligible to clemency. They take a chance 
with the parole officials. 
In many states the case with which criminals evaded full punish­ 
ment imposed for the most serious crimes, until the public became 
aroused to the efils of the system, was a scandal. A few months or a 
few years of good behavior were all that was necessary to persuade some 
official that the ends of justice had been served, that some hard-boiled 
burglar, bandit or yeggman had been reformed and could be trusted to 
follow the straight and narrow path.

DESSAU, Germany, Nov. 6—Again 
Germany comes to tie front in pi­ 
oneering new types of airplanes. A 
new plane, built on secret plans, 
capable of speeding 500 kilometers 
an hour at a very hir'd altitude has 
been completed in Dessau. 
This new wonder plane has not 
been described in full to the public 
as yet. It is claimed that it is so 
constructed that it flies slowly at 
low altitudes but that it will travel 
at 500 kilometers per hour in the 
upper atmosphere. 
It is expected 
that a height of 15.000 kilometers 
can be reached by the new m arvel 
The ends of the wings are quite 
pointed and the fuselage is very 
long. 
The width from wing tip to 
wing tip is 28 meters and the car­ 
rying capacity 4000 kilograms. The 
construction is of the all-metal low 
deck type with one built-in Junkers 
800 h. p. motor of the L-88 type 
which will be equipped with a bel­ 
low arrangement for supplying oxy­ 
gen to the motor in the higher alti­ 
tudes. 
Another novel arrangement is the 
so-called 
low 
pressure chamber 
which takes the place of the usual 
cabin. 
The air pressure in this 
chamber will be artificially Increased 
to correspond with the 90 per cent 
decrease in the pressure of the air 
in the height of 18 kilometers. 
Oxygen masks will not be neces­ 
sary as the whole cabin will be sup­ 
plied with the proper pressure. All 
control apparatus passing through 
the walls of the chamber will be 
bedded in oil.

Olson said he recovered without 
losing a finger or toe two months 
after his “death”.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. — The 
Swiss themselves appreciate their 
famous cheeses. This is proved by 
the fact that per capita consump­ 
tion of these products within the 
country was over 16 pounds during 
the past year, according to statistics 
forwarded by Commercial Attache 
Charles E. Lyon. 
The country’s total production of 
cheese, including the well-known 
varieties such as “schweitzer” and 
others which find their way to 
American delicatessens and tables, 
amounted to 56,400 metric during 
1930. Exports totaled 28,969.5 m et­ 
ric tons, or nearly fifty per cent of 
the total production. The rem ain­ 
ing 29,352.5 metric tons were con­ 
sumed by the 4,000,000 inhabintants 
at home. 
One of the facts revealed is th at 
despite her own large cheese pro­ 
duction and the manufacture of 
maijy Varieties, approximately 2,000 
metric tons of foreign cheeses were

Nov. 6.—Discov­ 
ery in old Spanish libraries of an­ 
cient documents relating to early 
South American Inmans, may lead 
to new’ knowledge cf Indian life at 
the time of 8panf*h invasions, it 
was stated at the f mithonian Insti­ 
tution. 
C. U. ClaYJt. of the Bureau of Am­ 
erican Ethnology, is at present in 
Spain engaged in exploring public 
and private libraries for writings 
concerning South American Indians. 
He has reported discovery of many 
valuable documents. 
Although Mr. 
Clark 
has spent 
months in his search in only a few 
libraries has he found material re­ 
lating to his subject, Many of the 
libraries are uncatalogued and have 
been pilfered by curio seekers and as 
a result the volummes are in a state 
of disorder. Mr. Clark has spent as 
long as two weeks looking through 
a single collection only to have his 
efforts unrewarded. 
In a recent report to the Bureau 
Mr. Clark stated that he had made 
important discover« ies in Granda, 
Jaen ard Cordova. Among them 
are volumes telling of an ancient 
law suit between the Spaniards and 
the Indians of Tec pal, Ytzales.

— The 
world will spend nearly half a bil­ 
lion dollars in the air during the 
year ending next June 30. 
Of a total of $420,000,000, the seven 
principal air powers will invest $345,- 
000,000 in military and $75,000,000 in 
civil aviation during this period, a 
compilation of their aviation budgets 
reveals. 
The United States, Great"Britian 
and Russia will spend the bulk of 
the $345,000,000 which will go for 
air defense. France and Russia will 
head the list of civil aviation spend­ 
ers. 
Development and expansion of 
military 
aviation 
in 
the 
United 
States during the 12 months period 
ending next June will cost $82,000,- 
000 
G reat Britain will spend with­ 
in a single million of this sum, and 
Russia’s 
air 
expansion 
program, 
leading to a goal of a military fly­ 
ing corps equal to combined Europe, 
Will cost $77,000,000. 
France, a1 ready far ahead of the 
rest of the world in military avia­ 
tion, will spend $45,000,000 during 
the year; Italy $30,0.0,000, and J a ­ 
pan $30,000,000. 
For civil aviation France plans 
an expenditure of $21,000,000 for the 
year, and Russia $16,000,000. 
Thp United States civil air bud­ 
get for the year totals $12,000,000. 
Germany will spend $10,000,000, the 
British empire a similar sum. Italy 
$4,000,000 and Japan $2,000,000. 
All of these figures, with the ex­ 
ception of those of Russia, were 
slated for a scaling down during the 
year beginning next July.

G reat Britain and Germany in fi­ 
nancial trouble, and with the United 
States seeking to balance a national

“On the one hand all the 
really vital processes make inherent­ 
ly for a growing social inter-depend- 
ence. On the other hand, the actual 
management of business educates, 
ruthlessly and all but inevitably, 
against the moral habits and atti­ 
tudes necessary to take care of our 
[moral corporate society.” 
Must Elevate Teachers. 
The speaker maintained that not­ 
withstanding talk of a hoped lor 
moral and religious education from 
schools and churches, “our eco­ 
nomic system is a more powerful 
educator, and it increasingly edu­ 
cates for suicidal selfishness.” 
He added that the elevation of 
school teachers to the professional 
level of physicians and lawyers was 
essential if the social program was 
to be worked out.

you may confidently say to your­ 
self, “There is in each one of those 
mammoth structures at this mo­ 
ment a human being who is mea­ 
suring out a level teaspoon of soda 
putting it in a glass of water, and 
drinking it down.” 
# The people who do this of course 
are the ”acid dyspeptics.” Some of 
them have ulcer of the stomach. 
The soda—chemically soda bicar­ 
bonate—is alkaline in reaction and 
mixing with the excessive acid se- 
creti<m of the stomach 
of 
these 
patients, it neutralizes much of this 
acid and so relieves the feeling of 
discomfort or dyspepsia. 
If a supply is not purchased from 
a drug store the patient will calmly 
go to the kitchen and get the baking 
soda and use it in the same way, 
im- !t is the same thing. 
It is, in my opinion, a very good 
method of treatment and only very 
rarely does any harm» Its popular­ 
ity. as the saying is. commends it. 
Fifty million dyspeptics can’t be 
wTong. So when we hear, as we fre­ 


quently do. some stomach specialist 
vehemently explain that the pain 
of ulcer is not due to the excessive 
acid present, or that the soda it­ 
self forms more acid and, therefore 
should not be used, we do not take 
these outpourings too seriwisly. The 
results speak for them^lves. Most 
of the patients have tried one or 
two other things in their lives and 
always gone back to the soda. 
Dr. Sippy, who used a great deal 
of soda in his treatment for ulcer, 
used to say'* whenever these very 
scientific objections to 
the 
soda 
were presented to him, “Well all I 
icnow is that the patients tell me, 
the soda relieves their distress.” 
One of the advanta^s of ^ a bl- 
carbcmate is that fairly large doses 
can be taken without harm. Many 
people take one or two teaspoonfuls 
after each meal and one before go­ 
ing to bed and continue at this for 
years without any 
apparent ill 
effects. It is true cases of alkalosis 
have been reported, but they are so 
rare to be almost Negligible. \ 
There are other substances which 
do the same thing and act in the 
same way as .soda. One is milk of 
magnesia—chemically 
magnesium 
oxide. It is not so powerful an anti- 
aoid as soda bicarbonate and has a 
mild laxative effect which may be 


unpleasant. But it is often used In 
combination with soda. 
Calcium carbcmate, which Is sim­ 
ply finely powdered chalk, does the 
same thing, and can be used in even 
larger doses than soda bicarbonate.

HARRISBURG, Nov. 6.—The De 
partment pf Public Instruction is 
developing a new service which is 
believed will be very helpful to 
boards of school directors through­ 
out the Commonwealth, Dr. James 
N. Rule, the superintendent, today 
announced. 
The service will deal 
especially with the business and 
financial affairs of the schools. Rep­ 
resentatives of the school business 
bureau will visit the districts to 
study the business and accounting 
methods used. 
If unbusinesslike, 
inaccurate or inefficient methods 
are found, suggestions for improve­ 
ment will be made. 
While this wor!: of the school 
business division deals primarily 
with the business and financial s t­ 
airs of the school districts, the rep­ 
resentatives of the division are men, 
who by their training and experi­ 
ence, are qualified to offer advice 
relative to the proper organization 
and admifaistration of the school 
system that full value may be re­ 
ceived for the funds expended. 
The larger and wealthier districts 
usually have trained persons avail­ 
able to conduct their business af­ 
fairs but often in the smaller and 
less favored districts this is not the 
case. It is believed that these latter 
districts will welcome this service 
by trained persons to assist them in 
establishing and maintaining effi­ 
cient and accurate business and ac­ 
counting methods. During the cur­ 
rent year, it is planned to have two 
men spend practically full time in 
this work.
